Thin 
id the kind of revolution foreshadowed 
by the platform on which Mr. Bryan 
Btnnds and by his speechet,. Mr. Brywn 
has not the military instinct. Be is not 
"the man on horseback." There is no 
clanger of his leading an army, but, he 
eon sway a mob. Ills election would 
mean a great deal more thnn the free 
end unlimited coinage of silver. Be- 
hind that stalking horse comes a threat 
Cluing procession of other political 
changes. Some of them are. foreshed 
OWSM la th-> Chicago platform, some in 
the populist platform of 1892, whose 
presidential candidate Mr. Brynn voted 
'or; some In the populist platform of 
his year, on which he stands; Borne in 
he populist plntforms of southern 
states, where he hns his greatest 
trength, and some in his incendiary 
speeches. Tlie changes which are thus 
threatened or foresluulowerl are not 
merely changes In administrative meth- 
but In the organic law, in the pow- 
ers of the executive, in the organiza- 
tion of the judiciary, in the functions of 
congress, in the use of the military arm 
of the government, and 'in the whole 
scope of governmental action toward* 
railroads, telegraphs and corporations 
generally, nnd towards capital in every 
form. When the changes thus threat- 
ened and foreshadowed are accom- 
plished the government will have been 
revolutionir.ed as completely as if it 
had been overturned by war. The 
changes that will have been made in the 
constitution will be more radical than 
those contained in the constitution 
sdopted by the confederate, state* in 
1861. The election of Mr. Bryan would 
be the beginning of a revolution whioh. 
unless arrested by a popular reaction, 
would end In a complete change of our 
form of government. Mr. Bryan's can- 
didacy is nothing less than a new re 
hellion.— Indianapolis Journal.

DEBS OR IRELAND? 



Two addresses bearing on the same 
features of the Chicago platform have 
been made public within the las* two 
days. One is from Eugene V. Debs, 
the other from Archbishop Ireland. 

Debs calls cn workingmen to vote for 
Bryan because he criticises the steps 
taken to put down the Debs rebellion, 
and promises that no such "Interfer- 
ence" will be permitted If he la presi- 
dent. Arch bishop Ireland calls on pa- 
triotic citizens to support McKinley for 
much the same reason. What appeals 
to the man who was chiefly resiponsn- 
hle for the terrible riots of 1804 as on 
advantage to persons of his kind, ap- 
peals to the distinguished prelate, the 
guide and the friend of the poor of all 
grades and conditions, as threatening 
lawlessness, anarchy and the destruc- 
tion of social order. 

The two addresses are typical of the 
men and ideas which stand opposed to 
one another in this campaign. On the 
one aide la the rebellious agitator, the 
ambitious demagogue, the dipsomaniac, 
•the fierce radical, who sees in blood- 
shed and revolution the road to his own 
advancement; oo the other, the kind- 
hearted, God-fearing, man-loving priest, 
who aeea the happiness and wall-being 
of the people In continued peace and 
freedom from violent social disturb- 
ances, In the enactment and enforce- 
ment of wise laws, In honest rewards 
for honest toil.

for our wheat the Argentine Republic 
came to the front as an exporter, and 
the price of wheat naturally enough, 
tended downward. Beerbohm, one of 
the highest authorities upon the wheat 
market, computes that the world's wheat 
crop averaged 402,000,000 quarters, of 
eight bushels, for the four vears 1883-6, 
879,000,000 for the four years 188T-*0, 
and 304,000,000 quarters for the four 
years, 1891-4. The estimated Increase in 
the demand for wheat for food la 8,000 - 
000 quarters a year, and in eight year* 
the supply Increased not 16,000,000 
quarters, but 48,000,000 qtMurtera. That 
the price should fall was inevitable. 

But the world's available supply of 
wheat on July 1, according to Brad, 
street's, was 86,000,000 bushels less than 
it was one year before, and the world's 
crop for this year is estimated by the 
Liverpool Corn Trade Newa at 90,000,- 
ooo bushels less than last year. This 
makes the supply 116,000,000 bushes 
leas than the supply a year ago. The es- 
timate of this year's crop Is 05,000,000 
bushels less than the average crop for 
the four years 1801-4. The normal In- 
crease of demand due to increase of pop- 
ulation since the middle or average 
point in that four-year period would be 
about 66,000,000 bushels. The condi- 
tions are very favorable, therefore, for 
KB advance in price. This advance, due 
to the buying of American grain for 
Europe, began very alowly. As the pur- 
chases Increased, the price rose faster. 
When American wheat was shipped to' 
Australia and India, both of whioh are 
accustomed to export wheat, tho price 
Jumped suddenly. Vessel room for out- 
going wheat was well engaged early in 
the season, and only when it became 
evident that Europe had got to buy alt 
we could sell and had already engaged 
the ships to carry It to her, did the price 
here rise rapidly.

What men would not do as indl- 
1 iduals they would not do as a nation if 
they knew that their Interests as con- 
sumers were all on the aide of the cheap- 
er goods. And In spite of populist and' 
silverite preteixsea thai debasing the 
currency would give them more wealth 
in exchange for their products, the, 
farmers are rapidly finding out that, 
the prices of their staple crops are fixed 
In the gold standard countries, and that 
even if they did get more cheap money 
for some things they have to sell they 
would be met with double prices wher- 
ever they went to buy.

There are more men in the mine, and 
it Is expected that they are safe and 
will make their escape through an- 
other opening, which is some two 
miles away from where the explosion 
took place.

Little Rocs, A»k., Oct 30.— The 
ews of J. B, Sovereign's ineligibility 
o serve aa an elector because he had 
failed to pay his poll tax caused a 
great sensation throughout the state. 
Three days after the democratic and 
populist state central committee had 
agreed upon a fusion on electors, a 
well-defined report reached Uov. Clark 
that J. R. Sovereign, one of the popu- 
list electors selected by the populist 
committee, was disqualified because he 
had failed to pay his poll tax, which is 
the essential requirement of citizen- 
ship In Arkansas. An investigation 
was Immediately set upon foot 
and the report was found to be 
true. It was too late, however, to 
substitute another name, as the time 
for filing certificates of nominations 
had expired the day after fusion had 
been agreed apon. A prominent state

EMPEROR WILLIAM 
Writes a Letter to Emperor Joseph Rete- 
ntive to tho Hamburg Nacbrlcbten't 
Recent Article. 

IIudapbst, Oct 30.— The Pesther 
Lloyd is authority for the statement 
that Emperor William has written a 
letter to Emperor Francis Joseph rela- 
tive to the Hamburg Nachrichten's re- 
cent article which was inspired by 
Prince Bismarck, showing thnt for the 
six years from 1884 to 1800, a secret al- 
liance existed between Germany and 
Russia, to the prejudice of Austria, one 
of the contracting nations of the triple 
alliance, of which Germany and Italy 
were the others. 

The proposition for the formation of 
the triple alliance waa made in 18S2 
and adopted in 1883, but it was not 
until March, 1887, that the alliance 
was formally signed. According to
